sheen River—Andover Police Officers and Boy Scouts 
Work All Day to Recover Body 


The body of George Lowry, aged 11, son 
f Mr. and Mrs. Victor Lowry of Andover 
street, Ballardvale, was recovered at six 
o'clock Monday night from the Shawsheen 
river at a point less than twenty-five yards 
from the spot where he was drowned at 
about ten o'clock that morning. 

The end of the search came only after 
hours of unremitting toil on the part of the 
\ndover police department. Officers Gillispie, 
Saunders, Dunnells, Lowe and McBride, 
were ordered to the scene of the fatality by 
Chief Smith who assisted in directing the 
work. Three boats with drag nets were 
used, the height of the river swollen by the 
recent heavy rains, together with the current, 
seriously edie! the work until the water 
was lowered by te the gates at the 
Smith & Dove and Marland mills 

The emergency alarm for the Boy Scouts 
was sounded as soon as the news was re- 
ceived. About fifty Scouts, who responded to 
the call, were ordered to Hartwell Abbott's 
bridge and stationed along the river bank to 
watch for the body in case it was swept down 
the river. The boys were in charge of Scout 
Commissioner Nathaniel Stowers. : 

A net was also arranged below the bridge to 
arrest the progress of anything floating down 
the river. 

After a day of fruitless and exhausting 
labor, the police officers accepted the offer 
of the services of Harry Trow and William 
Steed at the oars and this boat, directed by 
Officer Dunnells had the good fortune to 
locate the body, raising it from where it lay 
next a stump in about eight feet of water. 

Medical Examiner Victor A. Reed was 
notified and the boy was later removed to his 
yarents’ home where the funeral was held 
Thursday morning followed by services at 
St. Joseph’s church, Ballardvale, Interment 
was in the family lot in St. Augustine's 
cemetery. 

According to the police, the ciscumstances 
which led up to the catastrophe were these; 
Young Lowry and two of his playmates, 
Joseph and Wilfred Hansen, had just 
finished making a raft with which they were 

jlanning to visit their muskrat traps. 
Toa was testing it to see if it was safe. As 
he stepped on the raft, it sank immediately 
throwing him into the water. One of the 
Hansen boys grabbed his hair as he sank but 
was unable to maintain his hold. The 
drowning occurred about 500 feet below the 
footbridge across the river at the Ballardvale 
mills. 

The victims of the drowning accident was a 
upil in the fifth le at the Bradlee school, 
Ba lardvale, which is closed this week for the 
May vacation. 


ELECT SUPERINTENDENT 


Charles T. Gilliard Elected Superinten- 
dent by Board of Public Works — 
Edward R. Lawson to Be Assistant 


At a meeting of the Board of Public 
Works held Wednesday evening, Charles T. 
Gilliard for the last six years an employee 
of the Board of Public Works, was ap- 
pointed to succeed the late Frank L. Cole as 
Superintendent and Edward R. Lawson was 
appointed assistant superintendent to suc- 
ceed Mr, Gilliard. The new superintendent 
will receive a salary of $3,000 a year and his 
assistant $30 a week. 

The following statements concerning the 
appointments have been submitted by the 
Board of Public Works: 


At a meeting of the Board of Public 
Works held Wednesday evening, May 2, Mr. 
Charles T, Gilliard was appointed to succeed 
the late Frank L. Cole as Superintendent of 
the Board of Public Works. Those who are 
familiar with Mr. Gilliard’s accomplish- 
ments during the last few years recognize 
that he has earned this recognition. His 
wide experience, complete training, broad 
education, and the diligent and assiduous 
application to the numerous duties in con- 
nection with his position with the Board of 
Public Works in the past years have quali- 
fied him to recognize and Leto the 
needs of the Townspeople. His familiarity 
with every phase of the work is noteworthy. 

Graduating from the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology in the class of 1917, he 
was honored with the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Mechanical Engineering. To 
increase his usefulness to the United States 


Gilliard supplimented this training by an 
intensive course in Naval Architecture which 
was completed at the Boston Navy Yard. 
Having completed these highly specialized 
studies he was appointed Inspector of Naval 
Construction in charge of all work done for 
the U. S. Government in privately owned 
shipbuilding yards in the vicinity of Boston. 
After a few months his meritorious services 
earned for him the promotion, distinction and 
title of Inspector of Battleships. Many 
Townspeople will recall the peepee Mt. 
Vernon which was torpedoed in the Spring 
of 1918. Perhaps few appreciate that per- 
manent repairs were made at Boston and the 
work was ably supervised by Mr. Gilliard. 
At the close of the war he was transferred 
to the drafting room of the Scientific De- 
tment of the Boston Navy Yard as a 
urther recognition of the high character of 
his services, and here too he served with

Since 1922 Mr. Gilliard has been employed 
in Andover by the Board of Public Works and 
due to his very efficient work the Town can 
now boast of having a very complete and

Emergency Apple Scab Spray 

Owing to the excessive rains of this s ring 
the special emergency spray on apples is 
necessary. Apple scab in the past has been a 
very damaging fungus pest. A ply before 
the next rain at the rate of 2 1- gallons of 
lime sulphur to 100 gallons of water, or, if you 
have the dry lime sulphur, use 6 to 8 pounds. 
For small orchards, use dry lime sulphur 1 1-2 
ounces, to one gallon of water. 

Because of this early spraying, it will be 
necessary to apply another spray just before 
the blossoms open in order to cover the new 
growth, In this spray use 2 1-2 gallons lime 
sulphur as above, but add 4 pounds of dry 
arsenate of lead and one pound nicotine 
sulphate, For the small orchardist, use 1 1-3 
ounces of dry lime sulphur, 1-2 ounce dry 
arsenate of lead and 1 1-4 teaspoons nicotine 
sulphate,

Growth of Beard Not 


Stimulated by Razor 

Whether or not shaving makes the 
beard grow faster is a question that 
never has been definitely answered to 
the satisfaction of all scientists. It ts 
the general belief among medical men 
and physiologists that shaving itself 
does not make the beard grow faster 
and that cutting does not increase the 
growth of hair. 

There is a definite rate of growth in 
the hair of normal and healthy per- 
sons and this growth is not affected by 
mere cutting. It {s possible, however, 
that shaving makes the beard grow 
faster for a different reason, says 
Pathfinder Magazine, Shaving tends 
to irritate the skin somewhat and 
causes an increased flow of blood to 
the shaved section. Consequently there 
{s an increase in the nourishment of 
the hair follicles, and this may cause 
the beard to grow stiffer and heavier, 
and perhaps faster. 

It Is widely belleved that if a man 
never shaved he would not have as 
heavy a beard as he would have if he 
shaved a few years and then stopped. 


World’s Timber Supply 


The world will face a serious short- 
age of timber within a few decades, 
Says Christlan Storjohann, a leading 
industrial and forestry expert of 
Sweden. Sweden's effort to sufeguard 
and maintain a future supply of tim- 
ber is in contrast, he says, to the in- 
discriminate felling of trees in many 
countries, Russia still has large for- 
est reserves, but only a small part of 
them can be utilized because of lack 
of transportation facilities. Among 
the northern countries only Sweden 
now keeps the cutting of trees on a 
level with reforestation. Steps to 
convert waste and swamp lands Into 
forest areas by draining are now alsc 
being taken.

Hunting the Brown Bear 


An illustrated lecture on “Hunting the 
Brown Bear in Alaska” was given last Fri- 
day night in George Washington hall by 
Van Kampen Heiller, formerly a student at 
Phillips academy. 

Mr. Heiller told of the wonderful trip that 
he had taken out on the Alaskan Pen sula, 
lasting from August to November. He left 
Seattle, Washington, and sailed northward 
along the coast, Arriving at his destination, 
Mr. Heiller set'but on foot to hunt the brown 
bear. These, he said, were about nine feet in 
length and weighed about twelve hundred 
pounds, On this expedition he secured a 
male, female, and two cubs for the American 
Museum of Natural History. 

After he had taken these specimens, he 
moved eastward and captured a caribou for 
the same society which had the greatest 
number of points but the smallest spread of 
any caribou shot during that season. 

Many beautifully colored slides added to 
his descriptions of the extraordinary scenery 
of the Peninsula, The capture of the speci- 
mens was vividly pictured by moving pic- 
tures and stationary photographs. 

Mr. Heiller rated’ in closing, that the 
hunting in Alaska is second only to that in 
Africa, and that he advised all sportsmen to 
visit these grounds,

Insurance of all kinds Steamship tickets vehicles, reports that only 50,000 of the 


800,000 registered car owners have re- 
quested free testing of brakes and lights. 
He says that the working theory of his 
department is that fatal accidents are 
avoidable. He concludes that the pub- 
lic needs education on the facts and the 
possibilities of the situation. Now, 
that is good, sound, orthodox, obvious 
doctrine, but it gets the community 
nowhere in particular. The real prob- 
lem of the Commonwealth Pier men is 
one of administration and application of 
detail. How can Capt. Parker and his 
associates educate the public up to the 
need of being educated? A more or less 
perfunctory request to people to do 
something which requires even a small 
expenditure of time does not accomplish 
a great deal. 

To educate the people is easy enough. 
To educate them and at the same time 
to stimulate them into action is some- 
thing else. The figures cited by Capt. 
Parker seem to indicate that less than 
7 per cent of the people are enough 
interested in the fundamentals of 
“safety first’’ to have their lights and 
brakes tested. A full 100 per cent have 
been educated up to the point where 
they know that defective brakes and 
lights may occasion wrecks and fatal 
accidents. 

So many men and such a variety of 
movements are clamoring for the atten- 
tion of the people nowadays that a little 
ballyhoo is often necessary. It may be 
a trifle undignified. It may necessitate 
a louder beating of the big drum on a 
second appeal. It may make the people 
more or less insensible to the staid, old- 
fashioned arguments addressed to the 
intellect only.

ALTITUDE MADE 
JOKE OF ACTIN 


Former Miner Tells of Hu- 
mor of Early Theater 
Days in Leadville. 


New York.—Usually in the small 
towns it {s the actor who laughs up 
his sleeve at the audience. But {o 
the small town of Leadville, Colo., it 
{s the audience which, nine times out 
of ten, enjoys more than one laugh up 
its sleeve at the expense of the actor. 

A man who spent many years out 
{n the West, and most of them min- 
ing {n Colorado, and {s now resident 
in New York, cited this fact recently 
while reminiscing, as very often he 
does, over the earlier and more ad- 
venturous stages of his career when, 
instead of cramping his knees {n the 
subway and under tea-room tables, he 
swung them comfortably over a Mex- 
{can saddle, whenever he wished to 
go anywhere, or stretched them luxu- 
tlously by a “cow-camp” fire, when- 
ever he wished to eat anything. 

This man, having lived at every al- 
titude from sea-level up to 13,000 feet, 
{s well acquainted with the effect pro- 
duced on the lungs and the respira- 
tory organs generally by more rarified 
atmospheres than the one in which peo- 
Dle live in New York. And he recalls 
quite clearly how, on the first night 
he slept at a height of 10,000 feet, he 
was awakened shortly after falling to 
slumber by a pounding in his left 
breast which turned out to be caused 
by nothing more nor less than his 
heart which, as his friends afterward 
told him, was struggling for more oxy- 
gen than he, in his slumbrous state, 
was giving it, and manifesting its an- 
noyance at the sudden deprivation in 
this fashion. Till he became accli- 
mated to the rarified air, which he 
did not do for a matter of several 
days, he was under the necessity, he 
said, of “catching his sleep” only in 
fitful snatches. 


An Old Leadville Theater. 


“There used to be a theater in 
Leadville,” he sald, “and, for all I 
know, it {s still there, Or perhaps 
{t has been replaced by a larger one 
where they have movies, vaudeville 
acts, operas, full-length plays and Max 
Reinhardt pageants all for the price 
of a half dollar, as we do in most of 
our movie houses hereabouts. But in 
those days the ‘theater’ was a simple, 
modest structure and ‘shows’ were 
only booked there every once in so 
often. Thus, as you see, the arrival 
of a troupe was a matter of great mo- 
ment and importance. 

“The occasion was usually attended 
by great ceremony: On the first night 
all of the population that could pos- 
sibly be crammed between the four 
walls would be there, hungry for the 
entertainment, no matter how good or 
how bad it might be, ready and anx- 
fous to be moved to laughter, to won- 
der, or to tears. 


“Of course, the actors, too, were 
heartened by the intense interest man- 
ifested on the part of the audience. 
And so, knowing nothing of the diffi- 
culties of breathing in that higher al- 
titude, they would, if they happened 
to comprise a ‘song-and-dance’ team, 
immediately launch into an intricate 
and lusty exhibition of dancing which 
left them, at the end of several mo- 
ments, and as they tried to sing at 
the same time, gasping for breath in 
a fashion to which they were totally 
unaccustomed. 

“They would then endeavor to sing 
the second verse of their song num- 
ber, whatever it might be, and find 
tmemselves too breathless to do so, 
Sometimes they would try and drag 
the piece out to the finish, their syi- 
lables and notes cut unintelligibly 
short and sounding very much like 
notes issuing from a wheezy organ 
pumped by some one who lacked the 
strength renlly to keep it going. Or 
they would give up the second verse 
{n despair and stagger Imply from 
the stage, wondering what on earth 
was wrong with them. 

“If at the same time, the visiting 
thespians happened to be giving he- 
roic and voluminously written melo- 
drama with long, pompous lines, aft- 
er the first few minutes on the stage 
they would have to slow up the ver- 
bal action of the play in such a way 
ag to make it almost ludicrous, al- 
though, truth to tell, the ‘drammers’ 
which used to find thelr way into the 
West in those days were, to any one 
with a sense of humor, suffictently 
ludicrous without any supplemental 
ridicule being attached to them. 

“If ever these actors or actresses 
played that town again, or any other 
town at the same altitude, they were 
more cautious in their opening mo- 
ments. The song-and-dance teams, for 
Instance, would come out at a walk, 
sing both verses of their song and 
both choruses and then, after an in- 
terval of several minutes, go carefully 
into their dance steps, Having per- 
formed these, at a modified pace, they 
would exit from the stage and, despite 
the applause—and every number al- 
ways got applause—they would not 
come on again. This was sensible, 

“As for the more dramatic players, 
they not only learned to speak their 
opening lines more slowly but they 
faw to it that thelr parts were not so 
liberally written, This, in itself, was 
an achievement of no small moment 
for the higher altitudes, since under 
no other circumstances have I ever 
heard of actors or actresses actually 
asking, of their own volition, to have 
their ‘lines’ cut.”

To pass the 
Gurvey house the motorist is com- 
pelled to detour through a 15-foot 
alley running alongside the building. 

The Vennsylvania department of 
highways has shown how it feels about 
the mutter by posting a sign in front 
of the building at the point where the 
highway halts by reason of the ob 
struction and the detour begins, read- 
ing:

Charles Dickens Also 


an Accomplished Actor 


When he was thirty-three Dickens 
had the chance of his career to prove 
his mettle as an actor, Ben Jonson's 
“Every Man in His Humor’ was the 
play selected, and the theater of 
Fanny Kelly the place of presenta- 
tion. The actors were, if not world fa- 
mous, at least London famous, and 
included Douglas Jerold, Mark Lemon, 
John Leach Leigh, John Forster and 
Charles Dickens, who played a Cap- 
tain Bobadil that stands, according to 
contemporary verdicts, as a thing of 
comic beauty and a humorous joy 
forever. 

We read that the play's success cut- 
ran the wildest expectation, and be 
came the brief sensation of a Lon- 
don season. It was taken afterwards, 
on behalf of the Guild of Art and 
Literature, to Manchester, Liverpool 
and otherwhere, with Beaumont and 
Fletcher's “Elder Brother” as an 
alternate comedy. 

Besides his tremendcus energies in 
the histrionic creation of a unique 
Captain Bobadil, Dickens shouldered 
all the multifarious responsibilities 
of general as well as stage manager, 
and he was unanimously pronounced 
admirable, indefatigable and wonder- 
fully efficient, 


“Down Brakes” 

In accounts of railway collistons 
one frequently encounters this state 
ment;

duces the resisting power of the 
brakes.—Washington Star.
